Fox and Wisconsin rivers and of the Wisconsin river above the Winnebago 
Portage. 


To-ihe Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States. 

This memorial‘of the senate and assembly of the State of Wis- 
consin respectfully represents : 

That the improvement of the navigation of the Fox and Wis- 
consin rivers, is, and has been treated by the general government, 
as a work of national importance, to carry on which congress has 
heretofore granted to the state of Wisconsin the alternate sections 
within three miles of each bank of the Fox (or Neenah) river, 
which grant the state has accepted, and has entered on the work; 
but your memorialists represent that it is now evident that theffund 
which will be realized from the grant already made, will prove in- 
adequate io the completion of the work of improving those rivers, 
and scarcely adequate to the proper improvement of the Fox riv- 
er alone. - oY 

Your memorialists, also represent: That the improvement of 
the navigation of the Upper Wisconsin, at least so far as to admit 
the unobstructed descent of lumber rafis, flat boats, &c., is a work 
having a very natural and intimate connection with the one already 
spoken of, and one of vast importance to this state and the whole 
valley of the Mississippi river- 

The lumber trade of Upper Wisconsin, alone, is a matter of 
very great importance. ‘The amount of pine lumber manufactured 
annually on the Upper Wisconsin, exceeds fifty million feet, and 
is every year increasing. The value of that vast lumber product 
is diminished, as much as two dollars per thousand feet, in conse- 
quence of the expense incurred in running it over the various 
rapids on that river above Winnebago Portage, which sum, 
amounting in the aggregate to one hundred thousand dollars per 
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annum, would be entirely saved, and the lumber ‘product of the 
state increased annually by that sum, if the navigation of that part 
of the Wisconsin river were improved, at an expense of notmore 
than one hundred thousand dollars* 

Your memorialists, therefore, pray your honorable body to 
make to the state of Wisconsin a grant of the odd numbered sec- 
tions, for the distance of three miles upon each bank of the Wis- 
consin river, from the Winnebago Portage, to the Fox and 
Wisconsin rivers, next above the Beaulieux Rapids, ini trust, that

Chap. 16, A memorial to Congress of the United States in relation to the navigation of 
3 the River St. Lawrence. 


- The memorial of the Legislature of the State of Wisconsin 
respectfully represents: 

That the section of country, tributary to, and dependent upon 
the commerce of the valley of the north-western lakes, and with- 
in thé United States; is in extent of coast about three thousand 
miles; that there is about two hundred and eighty thousand square 
miles of territory, and one hundred and eighty million acres of 
land, and a population of about four and a half millions of people, 
the commerce uf which, for the year i848, will be found in an 
able report from the Topographical Bureau, carefully prepared by 
a very competent persop, familiar with, and residing in its midst, 
and which will be laid before your honorable body by that depart- 
ment atits present session, and amounting to hundreds of millions 
of dollars. - l 

That this immense trade has hitherto been, from necessity, 
forced to market through the Erie Canal, four feet in denth, and 
foriy feet in width, a distance of about three hundred and sixty 
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tiles, and involving more or less transhipments, both prejudicial 
to its condition and expense of transit. 

That the value of western productions has been greatly reduced 
to the grower, and that of foreign greatly increased to the west- 
ern consumer, by reason of the inadequate means of transit be- 
tween the agricultural producers of the west and the manufactur- 
ing producers of the east; that during the last five years, at times, 
this canal has been so overtaxed with business, that the expense 
of transporting grain through it has entirely absorbed the whole 
value of the article in the ultimate market, and brought bankrupt- 
cy and ruin vpon the shipper. It must be manifest to your hon- 
orable body, that the rapidly increasing trade between the west 
and east must have additional facilities for transit, or the produc- 
tions of this vast valley must be checked so as to keep them with- 
in the means of transit now enjoyed, The inadequacy of the 
canal for the passage of so vast a business, creates enormous fluc- 
tuations in price of freights through it, thus creating uncertainty, 
and rendering the produce trade between the west and east exceed- 
ingly hazardous and often ruinous to those engaged in it. 

As a remedy for the great and growing difficulty. your memo- 
rialist beg leave to call the attention of your honorable body to 
the river St. Lawrence. This great and natural outlet of the 
lakes seems designed, by Providence, as the great commercial 
channel by which the immense commerce of the lakes should find 
its way to the Atlantic ocean and the world. This natural com- 
munication, which would have been of vast value to the com- 
merce of the lakes, had it been enjoyed, has thus far been entire- 
ly unavailable to the west; and it must remain so against its rap- 
idly increasing necessities, without the action of your honorable 
body in the premises. That there is now on these’ lakes, not far 
frem eight million dollars worth of shipping owned here and in 
commission. That the distance traversed by lake vessels is abont 
fifteen hundred miles, viz: from Chicago and the westarn ports 
on Take Michigan, to Ogdensburgh, but there is no direct trade 
between these distant points, for want of an opening to the ocean, 
eastward of Ogdensburgh. By far the largest amount of western 
produce finds its terminus at Buffalo, which is only about one 
thousand miles from the western shore of Lake Michigan, the ex- 
treme weste The average of distance that the lake shipping 
have to carry the productions of the country, does not exceed four 
hundred miles. 

At least one fourth part of the shipping above referred to, is 
well adapted to the ocean and coasting trade upon it, and with the 
right to navigate the river St. Lawrence, western shipping may in- 
crease the distance of its own freighting to the ultimate market, 
whether in this, or foreign countries. 

The navigable season of these lakes averages about seven 
months out of twelve, the balance being ice bound. With the 
use of the St. Lawrence, two million dollars worth of shipping 
may be employed on the ocean, these five months, carrying our 
produetions to foreign markets or cur own Atlantic cities, greatly 
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to the advantage, not only of ship owners, but to producers and 
consumers, as it will cheapen transportation as much as it increas 
ses the shipping ability, which will be five-twelfths of present 
means. i 

Your honorable body will observe, that what your memorialist 
call the valley of the lakes, embraces almost the entire wheat 
growing section of this country, and a respectable portion of the 
corn, pork and beef productions, the transportation of which 
would be essentially cheapened by the use of the channel which 
would ennure to the same extent to the producer or consumer, and 
tend greatly to encourage and increase this species of trade; but 
especially would the wheat producer be benefitted by the constant 
enjoyment of a foreign market. With the use of the St. Law- 
rence, wheat from the lakes can successfully compete in the En- 
glish market with the Black sea. Cleveland, Ohio, is more than 
a thousand miles nearer Liverpool than Odessa, the principal 
wheat mart on the Black sea, and even Chicago, Illinois, is near- 
er, and Illisois and Wisconsin wheat may go to Liverpool and sell 
against Black sea wheat. Freighting via. the St. Lawrence can 
be done as cheap from Illinois to Liverpool. as from Odessa.— 
Hitherto and hereafter, under present embarrassments, the Amer- 
ican wheat grower must patiently wait the exhaustion of the Black 
sea surplus, before he can enter the English raarket, and simply 
because an extravagant canal toll, freight and commissions, lie be- 
tween the grower and the market. Open the channel, so that the 
same vessel that loads her cargo at Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit 
or Cleveland, can proceed without breaking bulk. to Liverpool, 
and. no wheat growing country in the world can drive lake wheat? 
out of the English market, as your memorialist fully believe. 

The advantages of this navigation to this valley are altogether 
too numerous to present in a memorial like this, and your me- 
morialist will content themselves by saying that in the opinion of 
this legislature, no public-measure could be desired that would so 
invigorate business, give confidence and energy to both agriculture 
end commerce, and enhance the value of property and labor, and 
increase-the productions of the country, as the one herein’ sug- 
gested. Your memorialist, therefore, ask your honorable body, 
at the earlist practicable period, to take measures to procure the 
right of navigating the river Ss. Lawrence to the shipping of 
these lakes. =
